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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 08/19/2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

On page 2 of the Remark to response to the Final Office Action, applicant traverses to 
the rejections by arguing that the reference of Rosener et al. (Pub. No.: US 
2002/0028655) fails to teach or suggest a step of converting a cellular protocol into a 
Bluetooth protocol. 

In response to applicant's arguments as stated above, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the Applicant's argument. Rosener teaches a repeater system for 
wireless communication application that is support multi-protocol system. Rosener also 
teaches the user's cellular phone using a Bluetooth protocol to communicate with the 
repeater when the user's cellular phone wants to check a voice mail (see col.1 1 , 
[01 36]). In order to communicate with base station, the repeater will convert Bluetooth 
protocol to RF protocol for communicating with the base station 105A via the RF link 
109J as shown in figure 1 , col.1 1 , [0140], and when the voice mail service answers, the 
repeater will convert RF signal receive from base station 105A to Bluetooth protocol for 
communicating with the user's phones via the Bluetooth link as shown in figure 1, col. 3, 
[0040], col.1 1, [0140]. Therefore, the requirement for converting a cellular protocol into a 
Bluetooth protocol is met. 

Base on the above rational, it is believed that the claimed limitations are met by 
the reference of Rosener et al., the rejection are still maintained.
